A fist fight between Solicitor-Gen- 
eral C. Frank McLaughlin and Mr. 
Palmer was narrowly averted early in 
the afternoon wien deputies and other 
persons in the courtroom prevented 
the personal encounter as the solicitor- 
general was nearing the side of the 
room occupied by the defense coun- 
sel. Mr. Palmer branded as “untruth- 
ful” a statement by the solicitor-gen- 
eral that the defense was filibuster- 
ing in an effort to have the hearing 
continued Mr. McLaughlin took ex- 
ception to the statement. Both at- 
torneys later apologized to the coprt 
and no contempt citations were made. 

Denies Charges. 

Allegations were made in five af- 
fidavits introduced by the defense that 
Mrs. Celeste McNiece, widow of the 
slain man, had been seen with a man 
at the Dinkler hotel May 19, 1922, 
and they registered as ORs 
and wife of Atlanta.”

“Never in my life have I spent a 
night at the Dinkler hotel.

Overwhelming proof will be 
submitted to show my whereabouts at 
that time. 

“T do not know and never have seen 
or heard of the man who registered as

davits.”

THE WEIGHT LOST IN FASTING 

Candor compels me me more”than 
discretion deters me from saying that 
fully half of the loss of weight one 
notes in the first day or two of a 
subtly prescribed dietetic regime, 
such, for instance, as the W. K. Karell 


diversion, is just water. Always 
suspected this, but I have never be- 
fore publicly acknowledged it. 


A man from Malta voluntarily un- 
derwent a thirty-one-day fast under 
the constant observation of Professor 
F. G. Benedict, the famous nutrition 
authority, and lost 29 pounds in 
weight, a little over one-fifth of his 
total weight. The most rapid loss was 
in the first week, the greatest loss be- 
ing on the first day, about two. pounds, 
but after a week it settled down to 
something like a pound a day. This 
probably represents a fair average. It 
1s sad to contemplate, isn’t it, fat 
folks? Just think, only twenty-nine 
pounds lost in a whole month of total 
fasting, and yet, dear me, so many fat 
‘folks yearn to lost about twenty 
pounds a -week just by eating only 
what they fondly imagine are “non- 
fat-producing foods,” whatever they 
may be. But there’s a wee bit of con- 
solation which I am happy to offer. 
This professiona!] faster merely fast- 
ed; he didn’t try to help the reduc. 
tion of weight by indulging in any con- 
siderable amount of daily exercise. Ex- 
ercise is a mighty poor way to reduce 
weight, as thousands of enthusiasts 
can tell the world; but exercise com- 
biped wrth suitable restriction of diet 
is fairly effective, as thousands of 
equally enthusiastic Karrellers can 
testify. 


Rather more than seven out of every 
ten pounds of normal body weight is 
water anyhow. In persons who con- 
sume an excess of the carbohydrates, 


.| particularly candy, sugar and other 


sweets, yet do not indulge in the con- 
siderable amount of- vigorous play: or 


*| muscular exercise daily which ig neces- 


sary to utilize so much sugar (it all 
becomes a form of sugar called gly- 
cogen or “blood sugar’ when stored tn 
the body) the amount of water is even 
greater than 70 per cent, and the 
physical and mental state suffers from 
overhydration—there is a logy condi- 
tion, mental ineptitude, a tendency to 
quick muscular fatigue, a. sickly pale 
skin, peevishness and I don’t know 
what all. Older children eating too 
much ice cream, candy, cake and 
cereals of the denaturized class often 
present this hydremia. Sugar retains 
too much water in all the tissues. 


This thirty-one-day faster declined 
to make muscular effort while he was 


fasting. It is a fact that one may 
fast four or five days with consider- 
able comfort if one remains completely 


some means of artificial warmth 
in bed. But try the same fast, or even 
one-half as long, while you keep up 
and about, and it is not so easy. On 
the thirty-first day of the fast, ‘how- 
ever, the m™ from Malta indicated 
his good spirits and vigor by dancing, 
Singing, ta king and gesticulating free- 
ly.and walking about.

For Assailants: 
Of Lysol Victim 


While county police Friday were 
busily engaged running down every 
clue and probing all circumstances in 


an effort to apprenhena the assailants 
of Mrs. Bertha Lee Woods, who was 
burned with acid and bound and 
gagged as she stepped into the back- 
yard of her home in Buckhead early 
Thursday morning, citizens of the 
community quickly raised a fund of 
$500, which is offered as a reward 
for the ar est and conviction of the 
two men connected with the attack. 

While Officers Head and Cates, 
and Chief George Mathieson, refused 
absolutely to say what clues they 
have unearthed, or to indicate what 
their theory is concerning the myster- 
ious assault, it was indi that 
they attached considerable’importance 
to the disappearance from the dresser 
drawer of documentary evidence that 
was to have been used at the trial 
of Mrs. Woods’ damage suit for 
alleged injuries sustained in Septem- 
ber, 1920, when a well on a farm they 
were renting is said to have caved in 
suddenly. 

It further developed Friday that 
she had received an anonymous letter 
which read—‘“Mrs. Woods: You only 
have eight days m which to with- 
draw your suit. You will not. be 
nllowed to attend court” It was 
signed in the same printing, “A 
Priend.” This :etter is receiving the 
careful study of officers. The words 
composing this letter were clipped, it 
is said, from newsp:pers, and pasted 
or a plain sheet of paper,Deing sent 
Mrs. Wood in a plain envelope. 

In the same ‘vunection, charges 
that valuable documentary evidence 
was stolen several weeks ago from 
the law offices of Branch & Howard, 
in the Peters building, who are at- 
torneys for Mrs. Woods, are being 
probed by officials. 

Mrs. Woods, who lives next to the 
Buckhead Baptist church, just off of 
Peachtree road, on Pace’s Ferry road, 
was assaulted about 12:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning as she stepped into 
her back yard from the house. She 
was seized by a man, who came from 
behind her, and was: gagged to. pre- 
vent any outcry. She was then taken 
to the churchyard, a distance of about 
75 yards, where she was left, after 
a noose made of cotton cord had 
been drawn tightly about her neck. 
She was also burned with lysol, it is 
charged, her assailants. she says, try- 
ing to make her drink it. 

Her hushand, Walter B. Woods. 
and her grown son, Walter, were 
asleep in the house at the time of the 
assault. They were unaware of what 
had befallen Mrs. Woods ‘until the 
son, being awakened by two pistol 
shots down the road, heard the groans 
of his mother and went to her rescue. 


EMERGENCY ACT 
NEEDED TO GIVE 
VOTES TO WOMEN 


Unless the general assembly passes 
an act authorizing the registration of 
women for the state primary and gen- 
eral election, hundreds of women 
throughout the state will be ineligible 
to vote, it was announced Friday by 
Attorney General Ceorge M. Napier, 
in a statement suggesting that the 
legislature pass such an emergency 
act. 

The existing law requires registra- 
tion of voters six months prior to a 
general election. In 1921 women were 
granted the franchise,. but since they 
were called upon to pay no taxes 
unless they owned individual property, 
many of them are not included on the 
renetrenee hooks. .The attorney gen- 
eral’s atatement is gs follows: 

“While females, under the act of 
1921. are entifled to exercise 
elective franchise in as full and com- 
plate a manner as males, the_law re- 
garding registration of voters has not 
been understood by the women. The 
registration lists -are made up- from 
names on the voters’ books, and the 
voters’ books are closed six months 
before the general election. Women 
had no taxes to pay in 1921. unless 
they owned) individual property, -and 
ss many of them did not think of 
having to registe:, their names are 
not on the registration lists. 

“A brief act of the legislature could 
euthorize women, otherwise qualified 
to vote to registe’ now for the gen- 
eral election, and conld, recnire coun- 
ty authorities to open the voters’ 
hooks for them, and provide for sun- 
plemental registration lists so as to 
enahle women to vote. A great many 
would thns he permitted to exercise 
the elective franchise.”

Its serv- 
ice onght to be so broad and constructive 
that all nroducers and all consumers will 
equally share in the benefits. There has 
been no survey to ascertain what crops can 
be profitably prodnced and what others can- 
rot. byt there has been enormous expendt- 
ture of c funds to expedite the swap- 
ping of Shetiand portes for shotguns and 
canary birds for settings of eges. A mil- 
lion anch trivtal transactions would not con- 
structively benefit the state. They donot 
remotely aprreach the marketing problem.

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with Farrington, Mr. Bull said, as- 
serting that he could not afford to 
pay the high cost ef uncovering un- 
less he was able to ship the coal and 
sell it at present market prices. Mr. 
Bull said Farrington apparently 
agreed, and that the company then 
made arrangements to bring in com- 
mon laborers to load the cars.

He made no attempt to deny 
tnat the affair was a massacre, but 
insisted it was not started by miners. 

Colonel Samuel Hunter, of the state 
adjutant general’s office, reviewed bis 
official investigation of the disaster, 
the following being the salient points 
of his report. 

Hunter’s Report. 

That Colonel Hunter on half a 
dozen occasions asked Sheriff Thaxton 
und otber local county officials if they 
wanted troops sent here but was told 
exch time—even afte the fighting 
s.arted—that the ‘local authorities 
could handle the metter. — Be 

That he urged the mine officials 
to close it down to avert a disaster, 
but the request was refused. 

That an indignation meeting of six 
hundred miners was held just out- 
side Herrin the day before the fight- 
ing started. 

That he persuaded the besieged 
workers to run up a-white flag and 
obtain consent from miner officials 
for a truce, but that this was broken, 
by whom, he did not know. 

Both reports termed the armed 
guards at the mine “gunmen,” 

Mr. Willis’ version follows in part: 

Union Man’s Version. 

“The Southern Hiineis Coal com- 
pany has been running this mine 
about a year. When work was sus- 
pended, April 1, it was agreed by the 
mine union board members and the 
operators that stripping of dirt should 
be allowed but that no coal was to 
be londed for industrial purposes. 

“After six weeks of stripping the 
company informed me by letter that 
they no longer would recognize the 
agreement and that they wanted to 
load and ship coal for industrial pur; 
poses. I told them I could not give 
permission for this. 

“Ten days later Mr. Lester, own- 
er of the mine, asked me to set aside 
the agreement. I told him I could 
not repudiate it. He said that un- 
less I repudiated he would open the 
mine, even if he had to repudiate his 
agreement. 

Needed Money. 

“Tester Said his company was in 
bad financial straits and that he could 
not overlook a chance like this to 
make a financial clean-up. He said 
he didn’t cegard his contract with us 
as meaning anything, when he could 
make a lot of money by breaking it. 
This statement was made to me when 
he knew the government had official- 
ly said there should be no profiteer- 
ing in coal because of the strike. 

“On June 15, I was informed that 
Lester had discharged all union work- 
ers in the mine—dirt strippers, that 
is—and had imported workers, includ- 
ing armed guards from Chicago, to 
work the mine. I visited the mine 
and was met by men with guns. They 
said Lester was not there, and when 
I asked for him they told me that 
the sooner I left the better satisfied 
they’d be. Naturally, I left. 

“Later other miners’ officials call- 
ed at the mine in the hopes of reach- 
ing an amicable adjustment, but were 
told to leave. On June 21. the mine 
actually began production of coal with 
nonunion strike-breakers. A group 
of miners went to the mine for a 
conference: and to urge the strike- 
breakers to leave, but* the miners 
were greeted with machine-gun fire. 
Two miners were killed. Atl the 
miners in this community resented 
this and the feeling was so intense 
that they arose en masse, marched 
on the mine and demanded that op- 
erations cease immediately. This re- 
quest was refused and they were or- 
dered away. During the night and 
the next morning, miners, incensed 
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over the two dead comrades, rushed 
the mine, captured it and the men 
and marched them .down, the road 
with the result that twenty to twen- 
ty-five were killed. | 

| Ageuses Guards, 

~ “Previous to the disorder, the armed 
guards at the mine acted in a hbigh- 
handed manner. They stopped people 
on the public highway and searched 
them. ‘They refused to let any vone 
near the place. They insulted wo. 
en, As a result the farmers ot the 
community became incensed. No man 
here was willing to stand for such 
action by these strike-breakers.” 
Mr. Willig insisted that Joh: L. 
Lewis’ telegram that the imported 
men should be treated ag “cominor 
strike-breakers” did nat incite the 
trouble. He refused to discuss the 
Lewis telegram, saying that rose re- 
ceived here came from Frank Far 
rington. It was understood that he 
made this statement because of 
antipathy to Lewis, whom he does not 
mention when discussing mine unions. 
James Richie,. another union of- 
ficidl, said that the attack on the 
mine was made mostly by citizens 
of the community who were not 
miners and who were incensed over 
the actions of the guards. 

Colonel] Hunter’s statement said: 

Sheriff -Confident. 

“On June 17, we noticed news- 
paper stories. that trouble was ex- 
pected here. We called States At- 
torney D. L. Duty here and he saiJ 
the sitaution did not look favorable. 
I informed him I would come io 
Marion with Major Davis, and asked 
him to arrange a conf-rence of mine 
owners, miners and !9cal officials. 
“When I got to Marion, Sheriff 
Thaxton told me the mine was un- 
der armed guards and that there 
would bé no trouble unless the op- 
erators were persuaded to close it. 
He said he did not want troops and 
that he had made no special arrange- 
ments to handle trouble, but that he 
was sure his office could take care 
of any emergency. He told me of 
several instances of citizens being held 
up and searched by the company 
guards. He said he and Mr. Duty 
and the mayor of Marion had been 
halted in this way, but that when 
the guards took him to Superintendent 
C. K. McDowell, of the mine, Me- 
Dowell agreed to disarm the guards. 

“I drove to the mine later and was 
halted by four guards, two armed, 
but not until I was off the oighwuy 
and on the imine property. IL tol‘ 
Mr. McDowell] that feeling was bigh 
and that he should close the mine. 
He said his company planned to op- 
erate. Later I saw Mr. Lester and 
urged him to close, but he said he 
would run the mine. He saii he 
had twenty-two armed guards which 
were necessary in accordance wih a 
clause in his insurance contract, und 
that he didn’t expect trouble serivus 
enough *to force a shutdown.” 


Many Uonferences. 


Colonel Hunter then told of numer- 
ous other conferences with local of- 
ficials in each of which they insisted 
that troops were not needed and that 
they could handle the situation. He 
said that when he was at the mine, 
he saw several rifles there, although 
the men did not seem fo carry arms. 

“On this Tuesday before the fight,” 
he continued, “I was infermed that 
600 miners had ~yathered near 
Herrin in an indignation meeting. 
I again asked the local authorities if 
they wanted troops and again they 
insisted they could handle the situa- 
tion. Then we formed a_ citizens’ 
committee in Marion to try to effect 
a truce. 

“The next day I was told that 
many miners were gathering near 
Herrin and that they had _ raided 
three hardware stores there for arms 
and 3,000 rounds of ammunition. I 
tried to reach the sheriff but was 
told that he had gone to the scene 
of reported trouble near Carbondale. 
I asked his deputy if he knew of any 
special preparations for such a situa- 
tion as the one confronting us and he 
said nev, but that the sheriff’s office 
woulu handle the affair. 

“I asked the deputy to have the 
gathering dispersed and he _ said he 
— give it his immediate atten- 
ion.

FEW SURVIVORS 
TELL OF MASSACRE. 

Chicago, June 23.--The remnants 
of Chicago’s labor centingent which 
invaded bloody Williamson county 
and wa repulsed with heavy casual- 
ties, straggled back today and told 
stories of merciless bloodshed and hor- 
ror. 

Joeph Sodter, a detective, described 
brutality and privation he saw during 
his brief stay in the war-ridden “dis- 
trict ani Fred Bertrand, cook of the 
labor gang who went south. to be- 
gin work in the mines, told a similar 
tale of persecution and hardship. Be- 
trand said he knew of only four aen 
who lived through the attack on his 
gang of 5° men. Sodter, his back 
full of buckshot and suffering from 
the effects of hunger and~exposure, 
lay in’ Sed today and told his story. 

“We were driving from Carbondale 
in a truck when we encountered a car 
about $8 miles from the mines,” said 
Sodter. “1 was suspicious. An oc- 
cupant of the car fired a gun into the 
air and immediately u hail of bullets 
came from the shrubbery along the 
roadside. Two armed guards riding in 
a car behind us turned their car 
around and deserted us. 

Swam for Life. 

“We speeded up and reached a river 
where all but Sidney J. Morrison, 
who was wounded by the firing, jump- 
ed in and swam for life. The shot 
in my back gave me much pain and 
the wounds were bleeding freely, but 
l managed to make the other side 
.and hid in the brush. Walking all 
day, I finally made the camp, where 
my pals took me in.” 

Bertrand, the cook, told of fhe sur- 
render of his gang yesterday .morning, 
how they were herded togetber and 
shot in cold blood, how he hinfself 
escaped by using a fraternal password. 

“We were besieged all night with 
the boom of dynamite and the crack 
of the miners’ rifles keeping up a 
continual racket,” said Bertrand here 
today. “In the morning the union 
miners came across and the white 
flag went up. I returned to the camp 
cook house to get some papers, and 
when I came out carried a white sheet 
to show 1 would give up.

the contents of the pitcher will pour 
through it and not over its edges. 

When you buy drinking glasses 
with steins, be sure you buy those 
which may be comfortably and se- 
curely handled. This means that the 
steins of heavy drinking glasses should 
have ridge othe them to make this pos- 
sible. idges on’ wine glasses (or 
what we now call “wine” glasses) 
are not necessary, however, because 
these are usually lighter ware. 

The shapes of large bowls and flat 
dishes should be determined in part 
by the kind of food or drink for 
which you are to use them.

METHODS OF PREVENTING INTERFERENCE. 


Many users of radio receiving sets are not getting the best possible 
results from their equipment and are enduring the unnecessary discom- 
fort caused by signals from other stations interfering with the broadcast 
being received. Much of this interference may be eliminated by proper 
adjustment of the receiving circuits and apparatus. 

For example, if you are employing in your receiving circuit a vario- 
coupler or loose coupler with a coupling scale marked “Maximum” and 
“Minimum,” the pointer should be placed as near “Minimum” as pos- 
sible and the primary and circuits carefully resonated again after thus 
changing the coupling. Signals from continuous wave stations, such 

as radiophone stations are best received with loose coupling, which 
= aids in reducing interference from other stations. 

Another common mistake is to increase the length of the aerial 
wires above that best adapted to the wave length of the station to be 
A single horizontal wire 100 to 150 feet long is sufficient 
for the reception of signals from 360-meter broadcasting stations and 
a longer wire will necessitate the use of series condensers. 
the signals may be a trifle weaker, more selective tuning can be accom- 
plished with a short aerial wire, using additiona] turns in the inductance 
coil if necessary to reach the desired wavelength. 
circuit is stiffer if the capacity is reduced and the inductance mcrehead, 
thus maintaining the same wavelength. 

It is important in erecting the aerial wire to keep as far as possible 
from all other electrical circuits, such as power lines, telephone wires, 
etc. Where the aerial must be erected in close proximity to such wires 
the aerial should be placed at right angles to the other wires so as to 
e inductive effect to a minimum. 

The directional effect of smal] aerials is of comparatively low value, 
but should be placed at right angles to the other wires so as to reduce 
the inductive effect to a minimum. 

The directional effect of small aerials is of comparatively low value, 
but should be taken advantage of by pointing the aerial! in the direction 
of the station from which signals are to be received. The coil antenna, 
of course, is the most directional device, and if sufficient amplification 
is available it is the most selective device for receiving signals from

REGENERATIVE SETS 
FOR SHORTER WAVES 


Difference Between Variom- 
eter and Variocoupler 


Explained. 


The twe variometer and vario-~ 
coupler Armstrong regenerative set is 
justly popular fo: short wave recep- 
tion. The circuit used in this set al- 
Jows the ampéffication of signals to 
many times eir original strength 
without the use of additional tubes 


— ~or transformers. 


The apparatus necessary for best 
rcsults consists of a variocoupler, two 
yeriometers, and the necessary de- 
tector apparatus. A number of read- 
ers,seemed unable to distinguish be- 
tween a variometer and a_  vario- 
coupler. The former is shown in the 
first drawing, and consists of a sta- 
tionary coil, or stator, and a coil that 
ean rotate through an angle of ninety 
degrees, or rotor. The two coils are 
ecnnected in series and the induct-

plate and this grid current can be in- 
creased by feeding back some of the 
plate current into the grid. 

Edwin H. Arinstrong, one of i.. 
best authorities on the vacuum tebe 
and its circuits, discovered that by 
lacin, some form of variable in- 
uctance in the plate circuit . this 
circuit could be tuned to somewhere 
neat the wave length of the grid 
circuit and part of its energy could 
be fed back. This increase in the 
grid current caused a much greater 
current to flow in the plate and 
phone circuit. This action is known 
as regeneration. 

In connection with this circuit 
there is one thing to be remem- 
bered, and that is that if the plate 
is tuneu too near to the exact wave 
length of the grid circuit enough ener- 
gy will be transferred to the grid to 
cause the tube to generate oscilla- 
tions of its own, and thus distort 
the signals, due to the heat action, 
or heterodyning of the two waves. 

The firs. circuit that_ Armstrong 
used contained a loose coupler, and 
the plate circuit was tuned by means 
of a tuning coil having a_ sliding 
contact. Most of the regenerative 
sets in use today employ a vario- 
coupler in place of a Phose coupler, 
and the grid and plate circuits are 
tuned by means of variometers. 
Variometers have a continuously va- 
riable inductance and therefore they 
allow finer tyning and better re 
generation. 

To tune a regenerative set prop- 
erly the vario-coupler should first be 
set at maximum coupling, and the 
plate variometer should be set with 
its dial at zero. Next adjust the 
primary inductance by means of the 
switch then rotate the grid variom- 
eter until the signal is loudest. The 
coupling can now be loosened until 
a signals begin to weaken, then the 

d_variometer is again adjusted 
till the signals are again increased in 
strength. Adjust the plate variom- 
eter until signals are brought into 
maxiny m strength without  distor- 
tion. A slight readjustment of the 
grid variometer will now give the 
best results that can be obtained 
with this circuit. 

The regenerative action is one of 
the most important discoveries. in 
the history of radio, and hundreds 
of radio fans obtain results with 
this cjreuit that could not be obtain- 
ed otherwise: with the same appara- 
tus. Vacuum tube radio telephony 
could not be accomplished without 
using this system.

persons, including the deputies, 
crowded in and kept the two attor- 
neys from exchanging blows. 

| Quiet Is Restored. 

Judge Munro rapped for quiet and 
ordered that -the hearing proceed. 


Whereupon, the solicitor-general read 


the affidavits which had been prepared 
for the state in answer to those which 
were filed by the counsel for the de- 
fense last Saturday. 

McLauglin read a number of affi- 
davits, included among them being 
ove signed by Holmes Frederick, Jr., 
son of Mrs., Rosa Martin Coart, 
which was presented to answer the 
one signed by Walter Trammell that 
was produced last Saturday by the 
defense. : 

’ The son of Mrs. Coart in his affi- 
davit stated that he was. with his 
mother all the time that she was in 


Juniper, and that he was with her 


at every time she was in the pond. 
He asserted that she did not enter 
the woods with MeNiece. It will 
be recalled that this allegation was 
made in an affidavit signed by Tram- 


mell, 
Called to Coart Home. 
Apparefitly answering the affida- 


vit, signed for the defense by J. G.. 


Spier, the son of.Mrs. Coart stated 
that McNiece was frequently called 
to the Coart home by the major to 
aid him in farm bureau work, 

In Spier’s affidavit it was charged 


i'that McNieve on one occasion went to 


the Coart home and remained there 
for more than an hour. “~ 

The solicitor-general read a certi- 
fied copy of a plea of guilty by Wal- 
ter Trammell in Marion county su- 
perior court to.a charge of larceny 
from the ‘house and several other af- 
fidavits were produced which seek 
to impeach Trammell. 

Mr. "McLaughlin also read a certi- 
fied copy of plea of guilty in Talbot 
county of J. G. Spier to a charge of 
having liquor and certified copy of 
conviction in Pike county on charge 
of assault. Several other affidavits 
were filed by the state in connection 
with the affidavit filed by Spier. 

The solicitor-general stated that he 
had in his possession an affidavit from 
Mrs. Coart but he was not allowed to 
read it. The last affidavit was by 
Sherif J. W. Watkins, cf Talbot 
county, stating that Spier had visited 
Major Coart at the jail. 

Attorneys Apologize. 

As former Solicitor-General George 
C. Palmer arose to begin argument 
for the defense, Solicitor-General Mc- 
Laughlin took occasion to apologize 
to the court for the near fight with 
Mr. Palmer. He said he had practiced 
law for 15 years and had been s»lici- 
tor-general for five years, and that he 
had never before come so clos? to a 
personal encounter in the court room. 
He stated that he meant no disrespect 
to the court. 

Mr. Palmer in effect made the same 
statement, apologizing to the court, 
Stating that there was nothing per- 
sonal in the matter and expressing 
regret that Mr. McLaughlin had “mis- 
construed our action.’ The court ac- 
cepted the apologies. 

Slade’s Affidavit. 

Following is the affidavit of Slade: 
“Georgia, Talbot County. 

“Personally appeared before the un- 
dersigned officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, J. W. Slade, who, first 
being sworn, deposes and gays: 

“That he is personally acquainted 
with W. E. King, of Randolph coun- 
ty, Georgia; J. S. Adams, of Stewart 
county, Georgia; C. J. Yates, of Bibb 
county, Georgia, and C. C. Arnett, of 
Bibb coutny, Georgia; that on the 
night of May 19, 1922, between the 
hours of 10 and 11 o’clock; he was 
at the Dinkler hotel in the city of 
Macon, Bibb county, Georgia, with all 
of the aforesaid men above set out, 
and with the exception of C: J. Yates, 
who joined the aforesaid party later, 
was sitting in front of the Dinkler 
hotel, when a man and woman came 
from the direction of Mulberry street 
and passed in front of him and the 
other four men above mentioned, while 
he and the aforesaid men were sit- 
ting in front of the said Dinkler 
hotel. 

“We were all sitting near the main 
entrance to the Dink hotel. Just 
as said man and woman passed us 
and as they turned to enter the main 
entrance of said Dinkler hotel I turn- 
ed to W. E. King and asked him 
this, ‘Do you know her, or do you 
know the lady? (meaning do yoa 
know the lady with the man who 
had just entered the hotel), and with- 
out any suggestion from affiant or 
any one else as to the identity of the 
woman. Mr. King answered me and 
said. ‘It is Celeste’ (meaning Celeste 
McNiece). Then J said to him, ‘You 
are exactly righé; that is Celeste 
MeNiece.’ 


Inspect Register. 


“The man who was with Mrs. 
Celeste MecNiece went to the hotel 
register and wrote something there- 
on. As the man wes writing on the 
register all the parties heretofore re- 
ferred to, including myself, got up 
out of our chairs and looked through 
the plate glass window of the Dink- 
ler hotel and had a full view of the 
register desk. We were looking to 
see whether the man and Celeste 
McNiece were going to register. 
After they registered they turned 
and walked toward the elevator. 
From \ here I was standing the é¢le- 
vyator was just out «f my view. 

“Then W. King’ said to me, 
1 am going to see how they reg- 
istered,’ speaking of how Celeste Mc- 
Niece and the man with “her regis- 
tered. And then almost immediately 
W FE. King and J. 8S. Adama entered 
tre said Hotel Dinkle: through the 
main entrance and bo looked at 
the said Dinkler hotel register. And 
after they did this. they came back 
fo the rest of us in the party as 
nbove mentioned and said to us: ‘Why 
they registered as Maxwell and wife, 
Atlanta, Ga.’ 

“I know that the woman who was 
with the man was Celeste MecNiece, 
the widow of A. B. MecNiece, and 
who formerly taught school in Tal- 
totton, Ga. for I bad seen her here 
frequently while she was teaching 
in the public schocls and 
her during the trial of Major L. H. 
Coart and heard her testify, also a 
Gay or two after I returned from 
Macon and after I saw her at the 
Hotel Dinkler, I saw her in Talbot- 
ion, Ga., and she had on the same 
pat and the same dress she wore 
the night I saw ker at the Hotel 

nkler. 

“I have been living in Talbotton, 
Ga., about 14 years and am now a 
resident of Talbotton, Ga. 

“The above and foregoing affi- 
davit is to be used in the hearing of 
the mofion for new trial in the case

n nning his argument, Mr. 
Paleme entatt that the defense wus 
lInboring under somewhat of a handi- 
cap because of “expressions of your 
honag somewhat against us on our 
contentions.” Mr. Palmer stated that 
“we will try to convince you that you 
are wrong.’ As was indicated in the 
argument made by Mr. Palmer, the 
admissibility of the testimony of Mrs, 
Celeste McNiece, in which she alleged 
that an attack was made on her at 
the Coart home by the defendant, was 
the main point of contention. The de- 
fense relied upon this point as one of 
the main grounds for new trial, while 
the state argued that Mrs. McNiece’s 
testimony showed a motive for the 
killing of MeNiece. 

Mr. Palmer argued for an hour and 
a*half, during which time he read many 
decisions which he stated applied to 
the case on hearing. Before the at- 
torney jas a large number of law 
books to which he frequently referred. 


Persons’ Argument. 


Following Mr. Palmer was A. P. 
Persons, of Talbotton, one of the mem- 


! bers of the counse} for the state. 


Speaking for some time on an al- 
leged effort to besmirch the characters 
of Mrs, McNiece and Mrs. Coart, both 
of whom were in the courtroom, Mr. 
Persons asked: | 

“Isn’t the charactet of two women 
of greater weight than the liberty of 
any man?’ 

Mr, Persons told of having known 
Mrs. Coart since she was a child, as- 
serting that “she will always be wel- 
come to my house with my wife and 
children as long as there is a shelter 
over our heads,” 

Mr. Hall followed Mr. Persons by 
making an argument in which he re- 
ferred to the affidavits submitted by 
the defense as being a “tissue” of 
lies. The Frank case and the Wil- 
liams case were referred to in Mr. 
Hall’s argument in citing decisions, 
He claimed that the testimony of Mrs. 
McNiece showed a motive for the 
crime. In referring to the affidavits, 
the attorney stated that he was 
ashamed that a reputable lawyer 
would “bring in stuff like this when 
he knows that it is without force 
in this motion.” 

fr. Hall contended that on the de- 
fendant’s own statement he should 
have been convicted. “In view of the 
attempt to besmirch the chara ter of 
these women,” stated Mr. Hall, “we 
ask that the motion be refused.” The 
speaker asserted that no man can feel 
28 a woman does when her character 
is being assaulted 

Terrell Speaks. 

Judge Terrell was the last speaker, 
taking the floor about 7 o’clock. Re- 
ferring to an intimation by Mr. Hall 
he stated that Joe Ewing, attorney, 
of Atlanta, had nothing to do with 
the record. Criticising the argument 
made by Mr. Hall, the‘counsel for the 
defense shouted: “I never saw such 
utter ignorance.” Referring to a state- 
ment by Mr. Hall, who said, in effect. 
that the defense counsel must have 
been drunk in getting up the amend- 
ed motion, Judge Terrell asserted that 
the Newman attorney “must have 
been half ‘arunk when he argued his 
case. 


Attacks Court. 


“Is it casting pearls before the 
swine? asked Judge ‘Terrell, who 
asserted that if the court had made 
up his mind it would be useless to 
go further with the case. “We are 
presuming the court has not made up 
his mind. notwithstanding I have 
heard to the contrary.” Toward the 
end of his argument Judge Terrell 
made the following statement to the 
court: “You told George Palmer two 
days ago that you were going to rule 
against us.” 

“That was a secret conversation,” 
stated Judge Munro, with a smile on 
his faco. “You shouldn’t tell it.” 

“This is not a secret matter,” as- 
serted Judge Terrell, and continuing, 
he said. “if I had known that you 
had felt as Pontius Pilot did in wash- 
ing his hands of the case 2,000 years 
ago, I wouldn’t have even made an 
argum, -t in this case.” Judge Ter-, 
rell ay Jogized to the court for mak- 
ing the argument. 

“I called you up last night and 
asked you if you bad read the record 
and you said you’ had not.” 


HAL HENTZ DECLARES 
AFFIDAVITS UNTRUE 


Hal Dentz, Atlanta architect, and 
uncle of Mrs. MecNiece, issued the 
following statement to The Constitu- 
tion Friday night in which he declares 
Mrs. McNiece was in Atlanta on the 
day she was alleged to have been in 
Macon. 


“I .have just read a copy of an 
Atlanta paper of Friday afternoon, 
June 23, 1922, quoting from and copy- 
ing affidavits introduced at Columbus 
today at the hearing of the motion 
for a new trial in the case of The 
State vs. Major Lee H. Coart. These 
affidavits, according ‘to the newspaper 
reports, purport to show that on the 
night of May 19, 1922, my niece, Mrs, 
Celeste McNiece, was in Macon, Ga., 
and registered at the Dinkler hotel 
with a man under the name of ‘Max- 
well and wife’ about 9 o’clock p. m. 
on said date. 


“Unqualifiedly False.” 


“These affidavits are absolutely and 
unqualifiedly false and the' men who 
mude these false affidavits did so wil- 
fully antl maliciously, knowing them 
to be false, or else made them reck- 
lessly, carelessly, and without due re- 
gard for the truth or the reputation of 
as virtuous a woman as éver lived 
in. the south, 

“On May 19, 1922, - for _ several 
days prior theréto and for’ several 
days following this date, Mrs. Celeste 
MeNiece was visiting relatives and 
friends in Atlanta, Ga., and was con- 
tinuously with friends and relatives 
who can and will testify that she was 
on May 19, 1922, and on the night 
of May 19, 1922, and for several 
days before and after this date, in the 
city of Atlanta and in company witb 
them. This proof will be submitted 
at the proper time, and the statement 
I make here will be substantiated by 
a number of reputable citizens of the 


city. 
| Would “Murder” Name. 

“The husband of Mrs. McNiece has 
been murdered andjit is now sought 
through these false and despicable af- 
fidavits to murder her good name. 

“I am only a layman and ignorant 
about court procedure and trials of 
this kind and do not make this state- 
ment fo any effect it may have updén 
the proceedings at Columbus but for 
the infinitely more impertant purpose 
of prot*cting the good name of a 
woman and for the purpose of brand-
